Were  the  Wc-i 
India  Iiilandii  purt  of  thiit  Di'minion.  the  di^paiirv  nt  prf-^cnt  cxi-tintr  Wtwcf'n  U:* 
and  the  rnittnl  Stateti  in  thii*  regard  would  UrKi'ty  <lisiip|ifur.  for  In  the  Weiit  Inilie* 
mt  ihouKl  tind  ready  market  for  our  flour.  Hsh  and  lumber,  and  at  the  i^ame  time 
reeeire  thfir  tropiot  producU  whioh  we  eauiot  imiN  Mid  will  alwayi  reqnirt.  Our 
manufacturers  would  not  only  tind  new  and  certain  markets  fur  their  present  products, 
but  aliK)  inducements  to  deveh>p  branehea  of  indupttry  at  pre«ent  but  litth*  advanced. 
The  mulberry  tree  has  been  yrown  nnccetMifully  in  Trinidad  and  the  experiment  14 
«!ncouraginff  for  the  rearinff  of  silk  worm« — work  eminently  Huite^l  to  the  nature  and 
habita  of  the  iiofrro  peaaantry.  With  Canadian  capital  and  energy-  to  start  this 
trade,  the  neftrues  would  grow  the  ititk  and  the  |M>opIe  of  Canada  would  manufacture  it- 
Tea,  of  excellent  flavour,  has  been  auecessfully  grown  on  one  plantation  in 
tlamaica.  and  this  induotry  to  f*aid  to  be  oapablf*  of  indefinite  development  along  the 
highlands  of  that  island.  The  nunie  muy  be  said  of  the  manufacture  of  many  flbrou-< 
tropical  products  now  almost  unu?>ed.  -tuch  ns  the  -items  of  the  bununa  from  which 
the  finest  and  strongest  paper  is  said  to  have  iHfu  made,  varieties  of  niarith  and  jung!e 
plantfe,  eiiualting  the  jute  which  has  enricheil  <ireat  Britain  and  India  by  many 
millions  sterling,  and  other  plants  suitiihle  for  mntting,  and  cordages,  and  indigo,  which 
can  be  largely  and  protitubly  i'ulti\iitid.  Our  -li  [•-  and  railway-  would  carry  lhc*<' 
articles  to  our  manufacturers  who.  In  their  turn,  would  cifuvert  the  raw  nmtirini 
into  mnnufuctur»Hl  good-.  At  pre^'ciit  Canatla''*  entire  importutioj,  of  Imnaiiii'*  from 
the  West  Indies  comes  to  us  through  the  Cnlted  Staten  by  rert(*^>n  of  ^.iiK-rinr  facilities 
for  trunfiKirtation  otTcre<l  Ity  tliut  cttuntry.  With  inii>rovr(!  st'-ain-liip  t';trilitio-.  :i 
large  direct  trade  in  tropical  fruits  wonM  imni(  diatfly  r.-ult. 

Confederation  would  cause  numerous  canninir  factories  to  spring  into  exUtence. 
and  the  fruit  trade  witii  Kuro|H'  and  North  America  wnuld  thu*  ho  indetinltely 
increufted,  Kvery  man  cnj^agt-d  in  Mie^c  iIidII^t^ie-  v(»uld  lie  n  jjnp]»orter  of  I'onfedern- 
tion,  i>nd  the  fediTal  bond  would  thus  ncqulre  :i  -irci^th  that  no  rnriai  or  imliionl 
intrigue  or  party  could  sevc*.

exempt,  thu;*  handicapping  the  trade  of  Xcwfo'.iiidland  to  a  very  -crio.i>  extent,  imd 
demonstrating  in  practical  fadiion  tt)  it-  people  the  advantage*  of  ca>tiiiff  In  ttielr  lot 
with  Canada.  At  tlic  present  time  the  people  of  Newfoundland  pay  .*2ifi.t'*Mi  in  duty 
upon  the  two  articles  i,f  molas^fs  and  su^'ar  imported  from  the  Wc-t  Indie-.  A  suh- 
sidized  line  of  steamers  running  up  the  St.  I.a\vreiu-e  >uc1l  :is  ni.nld  undoul.teiily 
follow  the  coi  ..deration  of  the  We>t  India  Maud-,  woul.l  -Mahlc  the  people  cd'  Ne-,v- 
foundland  to  receive  tlie:!ic  article-*  free  of  duty  and  at  a  low  rate  -i  trau^i^Ttalioii. 
Tropical  fruits,  now  al>7-olotely  lu'Vind  the  reach  {>i  the  H-he;-Mien.  *  ould  then  l>e 
brought  to  them  at  a  minimum  cost.

st.-hsl   The   Connnissioner)    Hpi«>inted   hy   the   (ioviTiair   (1 rul.      This    I.ieuttmant- 

tiovenair.  or  Cominis-lonir.  was  ussisle.1  li,\  u  Council,  all  the  nicinU'rs  of  which,  in 
the  first  instance,  were  likewise  ap|Hiint<sl  hy  the  Covcrnor  (icniTnl.  As  time  went  on 
u  mcaliticution  of  this  sislcin  t.jok  place  mider  wh;  i  ii'rfnin  Miiinl>er  of  the  Couni'il- 
lors  Were  clio-en  hy  tli.'  peopi,— tlie  I'runeil  thus  Isvoinint'  partly  ii..niinutive  and 
partly  elective.  .Still  lat.r  th;  nc.miinit.sl  element  di-apiaarcd  and  the  CouncMl  Ixt-nme 
vvholly  elective,  subse.iuently  developing-.  In  the  case  of  the  Xorthwcst  Territories,  int.. 
a  Le^fislutivi-  Assinihly  with  limited  p  \  rs.  and  ultimately  attaining  the  full  measure 
of  risi|K)nsihIe  t'ovcruincnt  mjoycl  hy  mii   |,roviiii.es  to-day. 

This  development  was  a  gradual  nnd  s..iw  pro(.t>ss,  re^ula'cd  hy  the  irnwth  of  the 
Territories  oial  the  proved  titne-s  of  the  pi'ople  for  self-piverniuent.  Some  sueh 
system  minli'  ic  triisl  in  tla>  West  Indies.  The  iim-stion  of  the  franchise  would  have 
to  lie  very  <ar.  fuliy  I'onsidinsi  when  th>.  time  came  to  nnikc  the  exinriment.  There 
should  he  a  pMiR'rty  quaiiliealion.  such  as  for  example  thi'  restriction  of  the  franchise 
to  fris'holders.  to  Is'ttin  with,  and  an  |.<lueationul  stundiu).'  as  well,  high  enout^h,  at  the 
outset,  to  exclude  a  very  eonsideruhle  iiro|H)rtion  of  the  black  pof  Uatiou.
